ALBERTA'S FINANCES, 


Estimates of Revenue and Ex- 
penditure Laid on Table 
in House. 


—_—_— 


Estmates for the financial years of 
1910 and 1911 were tabled by Pre- 
mier Sifton in the legislature yes- 
terday afternoon, They will be 
taken into consideration when -the 
house goes into committee on sup- 
ply on Monday next. 

They indicate that the balance of 
the $7,400,000 of the proceeds of the 
bonds of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway, after deductions 
have been made for the amount to 
be provided for $3,156,433: The es- 
timated revenue for 1911 is $6,603,- 
177.77, and the estimated expendi- 
ture $5,476,928.80, leaving. a bal- 
ance of $1,126,248.27. 

The total amount to be voted for 
public works, chargeable to capital 
account is $1,716,333. Of . this 
amount $220,000 is for the con- 
struction of bridges, $515,000 for 
the construction of parliament build- 
ings, and the laying out of grounds, 
and for the power house. 

For the asylum at Ponoka the 
charge to capital account is 
$160,000, for the completion’ of the 
Edmonton court hoase the amount 
is placed at $140,000. The Calgary 
court house will cost $50,000. The 
land titles office at Edmonton will 
cost, $50,000. In the estimates $100,- 
000 is provided for a jail or jails. 
The contribution of $58,337 to the 
cost of the high level bridge is in- 
cluded in the estimates. 

The amount to be charged to in- 
come in the public works account is 
placed at $513,000, of which $200,000 
is for the construction of roads. 
Public works department expenses 
total $61,620, education department 
$20,060, agricultural department, 
$25,720. @ 

The cost of legislation for the 
year 1911 is estimated at $57,990, as 
compared with $106,000 inthe year 
1910: when two sessions: of the legis- 
lature have been held, and the mem- 
bers have received a total indemnity 
for the two sessions of 686,000. 

Administration of justice in the 
coming year is estimated to fall 
short of the cost in 1910 by $191,- 
075. The estimates are : 1910, $616,- 
175; 1911, $425,110. 

Last year’s public works expendi- 
ture chargeable to capital was 
$1,149,493.49, or $466,840 short, of 
the expenditure which is to be de- 
voted to public works during the 
coming year. 

In the department of agriculture 
and statistics the capital expenditure 
of $125,000 is entirely for the pur- 
pose of purchasing and eq!sipping 
five demonstration farms in the 
province. The amount chargeable to 
involve in the agricultural depart- 
ment is $411,680. 


Telephone construction for the year: 


is estimated to total $742,625, 
chargeable to capital, while the 
amount to be charged to income is 
$408.90. 

The legislature will be asked to 
vote the sum of $217,230 for the 
cost of civil government for 1911. 
This amount includes the _ salaries 
and expenses of the various govern- 
ment offices. The expense - of the 
lieutenant-governor’s office is esti- 
mated at $2,700, that of the execu- 
tive council at $44,300, of which 
$20,000 is for the salaries the 
four members of the council. 

The expense of the attorney-gen- 
eral’s department is $29,040, that of 
the provincial secretary, $5,240, and 
of the treagary department. 

The expenditure on education dur- 
ing the coming year is estimated to 
be $605,230, as compared with $583,- 
533.43 in 1930. Grants to schools 
increase from $317,000 to $390,000, 
disbursements under the educational 
tax act from $125,000 to $192,653.43. 

Hospitals, charities and _ public 
health claim $97,000 of the prov- 
ince’s money for 1911. In the year 
now drawing to a close it is esti- 
mated that the total disbursements 
on this account will have been 
$84,700. 

In the miscellaneous purposes ac- 
count there is $7,500 for the expenses 
of the premier of Alberta, whilst 
attending the coronation of King 
George V in London, England, in 
June of next year. 

The estimated surplus from the 
year 1910 is $305,820.68. 

The government subsidy for the 
year 1911 is estimated at $1,173,068.- 
60, as compared with $1,023,596.80 
in 1910. The amount is made up as 
follows : Government and legislation, 
$180,000 ; population,. $212,693 ; an- 
nual payment to province, $405,375 : 
compensation for public lands, $375,~
